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ON TO GENEVA 
From Brussels, the question of whether 
neutral nations will do anything to protect 
China, punish Japan, or even bring peace in 
the Orient, goes to Geneva. M. Delbos, French 
foreign minister told this to the chamber of 
deputies. He said, with obvious truthfulness, 
“Conciliation has collapsed.” He also told them 
if the League decides to take any action the 

decision will have to be unanimous. 


With Italy a member of the League, it is a 
foregone conclusion that there can be no un- 
animous decision at Geneva either to help China 
or to penalize Japan. There may be unanimity 
on a proposal to help arrange peace, that de- 
pending on what the proposal may be. Japan 
has won the war, and its ally will undoubtedly 
back it in demanding that it be allowed to des- 
poil its victim. What else could Italy do, fresh 
from the rape of Abyssinia, and trusting to an 
alliance of the Fascist states to re-establish the 
right of might in the world? 

A miracle may happen, but Geneva has not 
been doing any miracle-working of late. By 
the law of probabilities, the most that can be 
expected is that the League will offer to medi- 
ate, in the light of what a Japanese spokesman 
has called the “realities of the situation.” 


ONE PLACE TO GET REVENUE 

On a total turn-over of $7,660,708, the Liquor 
Control Board of the province last year made a 
net profit of $2,165,652. License fees and other 
sources of revenue, less expenses, brought in 
$167,367. A total net gain of $2,333,019, on the 
sale of goods costing $4,956,804; a rate of profit 
of more than 47 per cent. 

The liquor sales branch has developed into 
one of the biggest of the big business institu- 
tions in the province, and by all odds the most 
profitable. If this were a private concern its 
stock would be selling at $900 for a hundred 
dollar share, and would be worth the money. 
It is a stable business, flourishing in bad times 
and good, showing a substantially growing 
trade, and evidently destined to enjoy a larger

patronage and bring in larger profits as the | 


years pass. 

The city council, hard pressed for money 
and scanning the horizon for new sources of 
revenue, might urge that the province pay taxes 
on the premises in which it carries on this 
highly profitable line of business in Edmonton. 

Former councils have urged this, without 
success. But that is no reason why the present 
council should not bring the matter to attention 
again, and hope for a better outcome. No 
Government can have felt very proud of the 
fact that it compelled the taxpayers of the city 
to provide free police and fire protection for 
the premises in which it carried on this very 
lucrative business.

The stature of Viscount Ceci] as a statesman 
and political prophet can be gauged by the fact 
that he preserved his reputation even though 
he helped frame the peace settlement.

Then the local 
farmers could fight out the question of wheat 
supremacy with a minimum of trouble and ex- 
pense, while growers in other provinces could 
save money and disappointment by staying out 
of a hopeless competition.

PIE PLATES AND FREEDOM 

An inventor in Indiana has invented a new 
sort of pie plate, and the New York Sun is very 
mad at him. The new invention is a pie plate 
“with knobs on the flange,” arranged at equal 
intervals. You sight along these knobs, it ap- 
pears, and then you can cut your pie so that 
every helping is exactly equal to every other 
helping. 

The standardized slice of pie, to be expected 
if this Indiana man’s pie plate becomes the 
standard pie plate of America—as it very likely 
may, of course—is anathema to the New York 
Sun. If this can happen, it says, then the great 
institution, the American Pie, will sink to the 
“insignificance and triviality of the tart.” The 
Sun takes this solemn view of this invention: 


The Hoosier’s pie plate means another 
invasion of freedom of choice at table, a fresh 
systemization of gustatory delights, a new 
dictatorship abhorrent to all the children of 
liberty. ... Is that day come when no man is 
free from autocracy’s ambitious finger, when 
the despot has a finger in every pie? 


But this indignation, you feel, while you may 
have every sympathy with it on the side of free- 
dom, is just a little bit excessive. It is possible to

These dis- 
ordets are the cause of much nervousness, tired- 
ness, and weakness; however, they are usually 


the lower back, headache, irritability, or an in- 
ability to stand for very long. Most of these 
symptoms arise from wrong care and insufficient 
knowledge. 

The effect of such troubles is not only to 


taken to correct what is wrong. It is not sensible 
to take a chance of losing health and youth when 
such ailments are often readily overcome.

have ripened them during the early years. 

The circulation should be speeded up by the 
gradual re-introduction of exercises, and the 
patient should drink plenty of water and use a 
diet rich in minerals and vitamins. A reason- 
able amount of proteins may be taken, although 
it is generally advisable to cut down on the 
starches and sugars, particularly if the habit has 
been formed of using these foods to excess. A 
good intestinal elimination is also important. 

The adoption of a sensible regimen of this 
kind would do a great deal to improve the 
general health and would thus make any period 
of life more enjoyable. However, when there 
are present any special symptoms of distress, I 
suggest that the patient be examined to find out 
the cause; and that suitable treatment be under- 
taken. In fact, I would believe it would be a 
good policy if every woman passing the age of 
forty would present herself for a thorough ex- 
amination. If shé would only go and be well 
examined soon after the fortieth birthday, any 
abnormal conditions starting in any part of the 
body could be found. Early discovery of ab- 
normal states and early treatment would pre- 
vent many serious troubles later.

QUESTION: Cecily writes: “We are kind of 
up a tree about my Aunt’s case. She has had a 
lot of trouble with her food disagreeing with her 
and through trial and error found out that milk 
was about all she could use. She had a good ex- 
amination made, which took three days. The 
doctor tells her she has a small duodenal ulcer 
and considerable prolapsus with a poorly func- 
tioning gall bladder. He put her on a diet with 
lots of vegetables. She tried it for a time, but 
her indigestion came back, so she returned to 
the milk. We do not know whether to encourage 
her to stick to the diet or to stay on the milk.” 

ANSWER: The patient with a duodenal ulcer 
frequently finds the milk diet the most satis- 
factory to use. Of course, as I did not make the 
examination, I can not hope to suggest a diet to 
fit her case. Under the circumstances, the best 
plan is to have her return to her doctor and re- 
port on her inability to use the dietary pre- 
scribed. Probably her physician will then make 
some change in her instructions. However, 
there is this to keep in mind: a duodenal ulcer 


case which is complicated by other abdominal 


. conditions may require a treatment considerably 
different from a simple ulcer case. 

QUESTION: Mrs. W. N. states: “My daughter 
is now 12 years old and while she has loads of 
pep and is always well, she stays slim and 
slender. According to a weight chart, she is 
under-weight. Is this anything to be worried 
about and should I try to fatten her up?” 

ANSWER: As long as she enjoys good health, 
there is nothing to worry over. See that she is 
adequately rested by plenty of sleep. She is 
probably in the “growing stage” and as she be- 
comes older, will begin to fill out.
